NEWS IN BRIEF.

——Postmaster-General James has effected’ 


a saving of $1,000,000 annually by reductions 
in star-routes alone. It is a pity that he can- 
not remain to effect still ‘further reductions. 


——The Phoenix Planing-Mill at St. Louis, 
owned and operated by George Breckin- 
ridge. was destroyed by fire last evening. 
The loss is placed at $50,000. The insurance 
is $26,000. 
apt. Francis M. Ramsey has been as- 
signed to duty as Superintendent of the 
United States Naval Academy at Annapo- 
lis, and Admiral Rodgers will be placed on 
the retired list. 


——The annual interest of *the public debt 
of the United States was $151,000,000 in 1865. 
The annual interest charge now is $60,962,- 
245. The reduction was made during sixteen 
years of Republican administration. 


— Thomas Malone and Bridget Murray 
died yesterday from the result of injuries re- 
ceived during a fire ih a Lowell boarding- 
house. A policeman named O’ Donnell, who 
jumped from one of the windows, was fatally 
injured. 


Augustus D. Wheelock, the abscond- 
ing bookkeeper of J. C. Walcott & Co., New 
York, who was arrested in London charged 
with embezzling $55,000, arrived vesterday 
from Europe, and gave bail in $5,000 for his 
appearance. 


. L. Sproston, a stove-blacker of Ham- 
ilton, Ont.; received a letter a few days ago 
containing a $500 draft, and informing him 
he had fallen heir to $50,000¢worth of prop- 
erty in Ireland. Sproston is now on his way 
to the Green Isle. 


— Mr. Adolphus Todd, Librarian of the 
Dominion Parliament, who is considered 
authority on constitutional points, says that 
there can be no question as to the right of 
the Dominion Parliament to discuss the sub- 
ject of independence or annexation. 


—The Board of Managers of the. New 
York Produce Exchange favor the erection 
of a new building for the exchange at a cost 
not to exceed $2,000,000, provided, however, 
that the building can be completed without 
incurring a total debtef more than $1,250,000. 

——Heavy rains in Dalmatia and Croatta 
caused the River Kerka to overflow. Houses 
have been inundated, crops destroyed, roads 
submerged, and communication suspended. 
The rains continue, and the water is rising. 
It is feared that the damage will be very 
great. 

——Ex-Senator Spencer, of Alabama, wants 
it understood that he is not a candidate for 
any political office, and says that he would 
not accept such an office if it were tendered 
him. It is to be hoped that Mr. Spencer will 
not be doubted in this matter. Experiments 
are not free from danger. 

—— During a storm at Manzanillo, Mexico, 
recéntly four large vessels and all small 
craft in the harbor were wrecked, and sev- 
eral stores, the cusf™®m-house, and other 
buildings were demolished. The Pacific 
Mail steamer which was due yesterday had 
not arrived at latest accounts. 


—- Secretary Blaine denies having ex- 
pressed any opinion for publication as to 
President Arthur’s Cabinet. He says that it 
Would be indelicate and improper for him to 
do wo. He pronounces the alleged interviews 
withS him on the subject to be a fabrication, 
the figments of a reporter’s imagination. 

—An American flag will be borne in the 
procession which forms part of the inaugural 
ceremony of the Lord Mayor of London this 
year, and the American National anthem 
will be played during part of the procession, 
in recognition of the friendly sentiments 
existing between England and America. 

—-In the municipal elections held through- 
out England last Tuesday the Tories made 
large gains, owing to Irish voters supporting 
the Tury candidates, or refusing to support 
the Liberals. The gains were in the large 
thanufacturing and commercial towns, Liv- 
erpodl, Staleybridge. Cardiff, and Oldham. 


—The Minnesota House of Representa- 
tives yesterday passed the Senate bill for the 
readjustment of the old bonded debt of the 
State by a vote of 77 to 29, with only one im- 
portant amendment, that making the interest 
not to exceed 5 per cent, instead of the pro- 
vision making the interest 5 per cent abso- 
lutely. 

Gen. Hazen, Chief of the Signal Serv- 
ice, thinks it is feasible to keep the people 
along river bottoms apprised of any approach- 
ing special danger from floods if weather 
stations are properly placed along the rivers. 
He thinks that it will be always possible to 
give threatened localities at least one day’s 
notice. 

——Harry Meyers, alias Duncan, alias 
„ Muldoon,’ who was recently arrested on 
the charge of being the principal in the burg- 
lary of Farmer Fairbanks’ house near 
Wheaton recently, had a preliminary hear- 
ing in the Wheaton Court-House yesterday 
and was held for trial in bonds of $15,000. 
Mrs. Fairbanks positively identified Meyers 
as the leader of the gang. 

—The Pail Mall Gazette emphatically 
denies that there is any money in the Bank 
of England to the credit of the late Con- 
federate States of America available for the 
payment of Confederate bonds. ‘The Gazette 
doubts if there is a penny in any British bank 
available for such a purpose. It also says 
that the recent speculation in Confederate 
bonds is without substantial foundation. 

——The Geographical Society which meets 
in London will devote the first days of its 
session to the discussion of Arctic matters. 
Among the subjects of this class will be the 
whereabouts of Leigh Smith, who set out in 
early summer for Franz Joseph’s Land, of 
the Dutch expedition supposed to have been 
caught in the ice off Spitzbergen, and the 
fate of the Jeannette and the Arctic whalers. 


—Small-pox is epidemic in Stearns 
County, Minnesota, and the physicians of 
the State Board of Health are bending all 
their energies to confine it to the districts 
now infected, and to eventually root it out 
altogether. They encounter considerable 
difficulty on account of the ignorance of the 
inhabitants, who look on the disease as a 
visitation of Providence. 

—President Arthur has called the atten- 
tion of Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
French to the loose system of bank examina- 
tions. He says the Newark defalcation 
shows that the Bank Examiners are either 
inefficient or their inspection of the banks is 
merely nominal. This indicates a purpose 
on the part of the President to have the ex- 
aminations mean something for the fut ure. 

——The negotiations between England and 
France for a new commercial treaty between 

the two countries have failed, ana the British

THE TREASURY. 
EXPLANATION OF A SEEMING FAVORITISM. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—THEe TR. 
UNE, in its mouey article, recently called at- 
tention to what appeared very much like 
favoritism on the part of the Treasury 
towards the First National Bank of New 
York, and stated that, although the books ot 
the loan under the announced policy ot the 
department were to be closed during Octo- 
ber, yet a bond from .the First National 
Bank of New York had been.seen in Chicago 

bearing date Oct. 25 last. 

The representative of Tag TriBpuNE hav- 
ing called attention to this discovery, the 
Treasury authorities furnish the following 
statement in explanation: 

t is stated in the papers that evidence of fa- 
pets shown by the Treasury Department to 

e First National Bank in New York is in pos- 
session of a Chicago bank in the shape of a 
continued bond of the funded loan of 
eet, dated Oct. 26, 1881, the bond having 
been issued to the First National Bank of 
New York during the month in which the 
books of that loan were closed for preparation 
of the dividend due Nov. 1. 188. It is a well- 
known rule of the department that tne books 
of u loan are closed during the month preceding 
the payment of a dividend, and that transfers of 
such bonds during that period are not made; 
but exceptions to the rule are made in favor of 
any National bank desiring to deposit bonds 
with the Treasurer of the United States as se- 
curity for circulation. It appears that, on the 
Stu of October, the Controller of the Currency 
delivered to the Register of the Treasury seven 
bonds of $5,000 each, amounting to $35,000, 
and requested that $34,000 + of the 
amount might be issued for deposit 
with the Treasurer on account of a newly- 
organized National bank in lowa, the remaining 
51.000 to be transferred to a National bank in 
Chicago. The usual practice of the department 
was followed in this case—namely: to issue bonds 
without delay, and the bond for $1,000 probably 
found its way iu due course to the bands of the 
Chicago bank, it being impracticable to issue 
the lurrer amount without the smaller. There 
was nothing in the transaction which might not 
have been effected by any National bank in the 
eountry. 

It appears also on record that a bond fora 
small amount was der similar circum- 
stances entered on rd of the date of Oct. 
20 in favor of the First National Bank of Chi- 
cago. 7 

THE TREASURY AUTHORITIES 
now anticipate that the reduction of the debt 
this year may exceed 8125, 000,000. The total 
reduction last year was $101,000,000, During 
the month of October the debt was reduced 
to the amount of $13,821,458, and for the four 
months which ended Noy. 1 the reduction 
was over $55,000,000, This is the largest re- 
duction made for the same four months of the 
year for a very considerable period, and is $22,- 
000,000 in excess for the same period of last 
year, and only $2,000,000 short of the aggre- 
gate reduction during the corresponding 
months of the combined six years which 
ended July 30, 1879. This amount 
of surplus revenue, of course, is 
due to very large receipts from customs and 
internal revenue, and also to the reduction in 
the annual interest charge, resulting from 
funding the debt at a lower rate. The inter- 
est on the pubiic debt has fallen from $151,- 
000,000, July 1, 1865, to $60,962,245 at present. 
There are some $5,000,000 of 6 per cents which 
have not yet been presented the Treasury, 
some of which are 5-20 bonds that were called 
nine years ago. 
THE INTEREST DUE 

Nov. 1, 1881, on the funded loan of 1881, con- 
tintinuéd at 3½ per cent, was computed by 
taking the full interest for the quarter end- 
ing Oct. 31 at 34¢ per cent and deducting 
theref fom the interest from Aug. 1 to 12. 
eleven days, at 3/6 per cent, Aug. 12 being 
the date on which Interest commenced as 
stated on the face of the bonds. 

CINCINNATI DISTILLERS. 
THEY ARE NOT BELIEVED TO BE CROOKED 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—In August 
last, upon the representation: of some Chi- 
cago and other distillers as to discrepancies 
in prices between whisky in Chicago and 
Cincinnati, the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue sent Special Agents to Cincinnati 
to investigate the matter. The following is 
the text of the report made at that time, 
which has never before been published: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, Orriet oF INTERNAL 
REVENUE, WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 23, 1861.—The 
Hon. Green B. Raum, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue—S1r: In accordance with instructions 


| contained in the office ietter of the 15th inst., to 


visit Cincinnati for the purpose of making in- 
vestigution in regard to the production of 
spirits in the First Collection District of 
Onio, I have the honor to report that I 
reached.Cincinnati on the 16th inst. Revenue- 
Agents Brooks, Packard, and Wilson reported 
to me on the morning of the lith. I conferred 
freely with Collector Smith and Revenue- Agent 
Grimeson, and it was determined that a careful 
examination of the distilleries should be made 
by the agents that night. The night visit was 


made. I feel confident. from all I can learn.

that the presence of the agents was not known 
by the distiliers or officers assigned to the dis- 
tilleries, and that the visit was unexpected. For 


THE RESULT OF THAT EXAMINATION 

I respectfully refer you to the joint report of 
the agents. On the morning of the 18th int. 
the Gagers.ordered to Cinciunati—two from 
each of the following-named districts: 

Third Maryland, First Pennsyivania, and First 
lilinois—reported to Collector Smith. They 
were by him assigned for special duty to Rev- 
enue-Agent Grimeson. Immediate measures 
were taken to make a thorough examination 
and reinspection of all spirits intended to be 
placed upon the market that day, either for sale 
or delivery. For this purpose Collector Smith 
held all the entries for withdrawal of spirits for 
the day until opportunity was had for this ex- 
amination. A careful reinspection was made 
by the Gagers from other districts under the 
direction of the Revenue Agent. U pwards of 
700 packages were regaged. The follow- 
ing day all the spirits at the railroad de- 
pots were in like manner examined, 
also the spirits at the rectifying houses. 
For the result of this reinspection I also refer 
you to the joint report bf the agents and reports 
of the Gagers on form 189. I caused Revenue 
Agent Brooks to examine the rectifying houses, 
together with spirits ou the market, and to make 
such other investigations as might seem proper 
to him, to discover apy evidence of fraud. He 
did so, and reported that he could discover no 
irregularities or violations of the law. I am 
satisfied that the examination of the distilleries, 
and the reiuspection of the spirits was 


THOROUGHLY ,AND CAREFULLY MADE, 
and accept the result as evidence that the tax 
on distilled spirits is closely collected in this dis- 
trict, and that there is no evasion of tax sufli- 
cient to affect the market. I must, in justice to 
Collector Smith, say that a most marked im- 
provement in the coliection of the revenue has 
obtained in his district under his administration. 
He is a vigilant and intelligent officer, and avails 
himself of every possible means to insure a faith- 
ful collection of all taxes. Kevenue-Agent Grime- 
son has beeu very active while assigned to that 
district. He has frequently visited the distil- 
leries, and has employed unusual measures to 
discover if violations of law were practiced. 
After the visit of the distilleries and the rein- 
spection of spirits had commenced, I sought to 
inform myself as to the condition of the spirit 
market, and the causes which had contributed 
to the apparent low price of highwines. I 
caused to be taken from the books of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce a transcript showing the mar- 
ket quotations of highwines and corn for two 
days of each week for the past twelve months, 
which quotations [hand you herewith. It will 
be observed that the lowest quotation for high- 
wines was 103, in April last, when corn was 
45; that it ranged from $1.04 to $1.06, with corn 
from 45 cents to 48 cents, until the latter part of 
June, when the market took an upward tend- 
eocy. and, with the price of corn, advancgl.un- 
til bighwines reached $1.15 on the 18:b, and corn 
jl cents. It was as high as $1.09 with corn at 58 
cents early in the month. 

I AM SATISFIED, 
from what I could learn, that when corn was at 
its lowest figure highwines could not be pro- 
duced at Cincinnati at less than $1.06.per gallon, 
tax paid, and consequently they must nave 
been sold below the cost of production for a 
portion of the time between February and 
June. This is attributed in part to an over- 
production of spirits in the country. It 
is also claimed, and statements of reliabie 
dealers and distillers made to me were to that 
effect, that local causes have operated to keep 
down the price of highwines in the Cincinnati 
market. There have been efforts on the part of 
continuous distillers to fix the market for high- 
wines on the basis of finished spirits, and it is, I 
believe, admitted that this class of distillers 
combined for this purpose, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that this, togetaer with the overproduc- 
tion, is the cause of the low price of highwines 
in the early part of the season. When-corn ad- 
vanced, and orders for the fall trade came in, 
bigùuwines advanced, and the continuous distill- 
ers lost control of the market. From my own 
observation, and the report of the agents and 
expert gagers, | am of the opinion that the 
gaging and proving of spirits in this district 
are 
AS CAREFUL, AND AS GENERALLY CORRECT 
as in any district in the country. There is no 
doubt that, by the gain in fractions and correc- 
tion to volume under our system of gaging, 
with which you are perfectly familiar—it being 
a subject which we have often discussed—the 
distitlers of Cincinnati secure to themselves the 
advantage of one taxable gallon in the average- 
sized highwines package. Without a revision 
of the law and regulations,.this cannot be 
avoided. It is asserted by the largest distillers 
and dealers in Cincinnati that that market is 
the ouly one in the country from which 
the actual price of highwines can be deter- 
mined, or, in other words, that it is the only 
real bighwines market in the United States. 
They assert with great positiveness that bigh- 
wines are sold to a very limited extent in Chi- 
cago; that tune quotation of highwines in that 
market is fictitious; that it is fixed entirely upon 
the basis of finished spirits. Ido not know how 
this is, but it is worthy of your consideration. 
While 1 believe that our officers generally are 
intelligent and faithful, and exercise a com- 
mendable degree of vigilance to protect the 
Government against loss of revenue from the 
tax on spirits, 
I RECOMMEND, 
if itis possible to secure it, an increased vigi- 
lance in that direction, and respectfully sug- 
gest that a larger number of our most expe- 
rienced agents be assigned to the spirit-produ- 
cing districts,so that more attention may be 
given to this source of revenue. The visits to 
the distilleries by them by day and night should 
be more frequent. The gaging service should 
be carefully supervised. Storekeepers and 
Gagers should be frequently inspected and 
thoroughly instructed in their duties. I rec- 
ommend this, not only to protect the Govern- 
ment against possible loss of revenue, but also 
to give honest producers the protection to 
which they are entitied in the prosecution of a 
business from which such vast revenues are 
realized, and to establish and maintain, if possi- 
ble, the confidence of the trade. Very respect-

Terrible Havages of Small-Pox in 
6 Stearns County. Minnesota. 
Special Lapetch to The Catcago Tribune 

Sr. Paur, Minn., Nov. 2.—The physicians 
of the State Board of Health are deeply im- 
pressed with the necessity of taking prompt 
precautionary measures against the general 
spread of small-pox from Stearns County, 
where it has become so deeply rooted among 
a class of people too ignorant and stupid to 
understand the necessity of vaccination or of 
submitting to quarantine regulations. The 
latest advices are that there were over thirty 
cases at Spring Hill, in that county, fifteen 
miles from St. Cloud; that there was one 
case within two miles of St. Cloud, and, in the 


phrase of the physicians,small-pox is epidemic. 


in Stearns County. There“is great alarm 
throughout the county, and the people gener- 
ally are anxious to have something dene to the 
stay ravages of the plague, but many of them 
are so ignorant and superstitious that when 
Dr. Hand visited the infected locality a few 
daysago he found great difficulty in per- 
suading them to submit to vaccination.

SUED FOR LIBEL. 
BISHOP HARE SUED BY A PRIEST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna, 

New York, Nov. 2.—A controversy has 
been going on for several years between the 
Rt.-Rev. William II. Hare, Protestant Epis- 
copal Missionary Bishop of the Diocese of 
Niobrara, and the Rev. Samuel D. Hinman, 
who was formerly a missionary priest in that 
diocese. The Rey. Mr. Hinman is now suing 
Bishop Hare:-in the Supreme Court here, 
seeking $25,000 damages. Ile charges Bishop 
Hare with having maliciously libeled him. 
The circumstances out of which this bitter

was for seventeen years a missionary 
among the Santee Indians. Bishop Hare 
suspended him from duty in March, 1878, 
he demanded a trial by his fellow-clergy- 
men. An ecclesiastical court was instituted 
totry him, but it ver did the work for 
which it was erect@. Mr. Hinman then 
published a paper in which he

bitterly denouncing him for his manner of 
managing the Diocese of Niobrara and his 
conduct in suspending the writer from the 
exercise of his clerical.functions.

THE POTATO CROP. 


A Short Yield in This Country—Eu- 
rope’s Supply Large—- Reports frem 
Various Quarters. 

New York Tribune, Nov. 2 

The Department of Agriculture recently 
issued a report. estimating the potato crop of 
the United States this year to be only about 
two-thirds of the average annual yield. This 
news was unwelcome, of course, to almost 
every one, and especially to poor people, who 
find in the potato one of the cheapest and 
most wholesome articles of food. A short 
potato crop in the country as a whole, how- 
ever, does net necessarily mean that the sup- 

ly for New York City will be ually Um- 
ted, as the sections which supply New York 
with potatoes may have a good potato crop 
when other parts of the country suffer from 
ashort yield. Moreover, the British prov- 
inees produce usually a large surplus of 
potatoes, and as a large share of these come 
to this city, this source of supply has to be 
taken into account. 

W hile thé supply of potatoes will undoubt- 
edly be lighter than usual, yet the fact of 
there aging a good crop in some of the prov- 
inces, with little probability of any export to 
England, indicates that the price of the vege- 
table will not rise unusually high in the com- 
ing winter. When potatoes get to be worth 
$5.50 to $4a barrel, poor people use less of 
them, and more of ‘flour, beans, oatmeal, and 
The shortness of the apple 

crop, sweet-potato crop, and bean crop, how- 
ever, will tend to keep the price of potatoes 
up; so that there is a probability that the 
best stock will sell at from $5 to 34 a barrel 
during most of the season. 

A member of the firm of Heard Brothers 
said when questioned about potatoes: The 
acreage playted in New York States is 
greater than Jast year, but the yield has been 
lighter, and the tubers are generally small 
sized.. There is a fair crop along the Erie 
Railway, but it is being largely bought up 
for the Eastern market. The prices paid 
have ranged from 65 to 90 cents a bushel. 
There has never been such a demand for po- 
tatoes to ship to the West. The States of 
Ohio, Indiana, IIlinois, Misso..ri, Kansas, 
and Kentucky have only about one-half the 
usual crop. ‘The demand from Southern 
ports has also been very heavy, as 
they have been used to drawing on the 
West for a supply, and now have to look 
elsewhere. Michigan and Wisconsin raise 
a large quantity of potatoes, and in 
some parts the yield is said to be fair. An 
idea of the Western demand may be had 
frou the fact that some Baltimore dealers re- 
cently bought 500 car-loads in Western New 
York in one day for the Western market. 
Another speculatoron the Erie Road secured 
10,000 bushels at 65 cents. The Long Island 
crop of potatoes matured before the drouth 
damaged it much. The potatoes were of a 
fine quality, selling at $2.75 and 88. Large 
quantities were bougiat in the eastern end of 
the island by speculfors at low prices. In 
the State of Maine the acreage planted this 
year is below the average, but with plenty of 
rain the crop. has grown well, and is of fine 
quality. My letters from New Bruns- 
witk say there will not be over halt 
a crop. of taioes there.

The main cheek 
on the market’s rising is that England, Ire- 
land, and Germany have large potato crops, 
and, instead of drawing on us this year, may 
send some of their surplus to this country. 
Their potatoes are not as good as ours, and 
so would not sell as high : otherwise it would 
now be very profitable to import thei.’ 

li. M. Edwards said to the reporter: 
nere is a great deal of excitement among 
potato buyers on account of the short crop, 
and there is much speculation. Speculators 
should remember, however, that this is a big 

country. and where one «loc ‘atity fails an- 
other will yield well; also, that when farim- 
ers are marketing their potato crop very 
close, and consumers are careful not to 
waste unnecess&iily, and thé export demand 
is lessened, two-thirds of a crop can be made 
to go alniost as far asa full crop when less 
economy is practiced. 

Another demand shut off by the present 
prices is that of the starch factories, which 
cannot pay much over 15 to Is cents a 
bushel for potatoes and make a profit. The 
potato being very watery will only yield 
about one-ninth of its weight in starch. Last 
year one starch factory used 40,000 bushels 
of potatoes, so you see thisisa considerable 
item. Washington County keeps up her old 
prestige this year by having the largest crop 
of any county in the State. The acreage was 
large, and the quality generally good, The 
Western trade is already drawing on the 
crop there, and many cars have been shipped 
to Ohio and Baltimore from Granville aud 
Salem. At Salem the buyers are so eager 
that they do not require the farmers to sort 
the stock, and so it has to be sold eventually 
below price. Rensselaér and Clinton Coun- 
ties also have good potato crops, especially 
the latter, which seems to have been favored 
with rain. A good many canal boats will 
doubtiess be loaded at Troy, along the canal 
and Lake Champlain, and also at Montreal. 
The State of Vermont has a fair crop probably. 
Maine has probably a good crop in some 
parts, and as usual the potatoes will be of 
superior quality. One correspondent, how- 
ever, Wrote that rot was feared on account of 
the wet weather. In Prince Edward’s Island, 
I hear, the crop is only fair, and the potatoes 
are not as large as usual. othe season there 
has been wet and cold, and there is conse- 
quently a probability that the potatoes are 
atfected with disease. In Nova Scotia there 
is probably a good yield, but in New Bruns- 
wick the crop is much below the average. 
The State of Michigan has a surplus, but no 
other Western State, and the West generally 
lac Ks a full supply.

NRW York, Nov. 2.—The failure of the 
Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark is be- 
ginning te bear disastrous fruit in the me- 
tropolis of New Jersey. The depositors in 
the bank were mostly men of great wealth, 
who were able to sustain the losses entailed 
upon them by the suspension, but, like all 
banks, it had another class of depositors who 
could not stand even a temporary embarrass- 
ment. Of this class was the firm of Dennis 
Osborn & Co., which conducted the largest 
wholesale grocery and liquor business of any 
house in Newark. Today this firm 
called a meeting of its creditors for 
tomorrow, when it will be decided 
definitly whether it will go into voluntary 
bankruptcy or not, The present firm had 
about $15,000 deposited in the bank, and on 


Saturday issued about $3,000 in checks. 


These have been protested. A rumor was 
circulated during the day that the Directors 
proposed to make good the deficiency of 
Baldwin and 

CONTINUE THE BUSINESS OF THE BANK. 
When this rumor was mentioned to one of 
the Directors he said: It is all nonsense. 1 
am in favor of this, however, and I believe 
that the majority of the Directors feel the 
same way. The bank must be wound up 
now, but after it is wound up I think it could 
be started again by the Directors, and I am 
in favor of starting it again. I believe that 
the entire community of Newark would 
show the same confidence in the managment 
that they have shown in the past. No prop- 
osition to revive the bank has been made in 
open board, but 1 know that many of the Di- 
rectors,. like myseMyare in favor of again 
starting the institution.“ 

MR. SHELBY, 
the Bank Examiner, who has been investi- 
gating the accounts of the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional for the last few days, was not disposed 
to be very communicative today. He said 
that he should not be ready to send a state- 
ment to Washington before tomorrow. To 
the question as to whether his statement 
would be given to the public, he answered 
that he had no right to make it public. If 
the Controller saw fit to furnish it to the 
press, it was his business. “I haye made no 
discoveries since yesterday,” he said, ex- 
cept that I find that the aggregate amount 
represented on Baldwin’s books as being de- 
posited in other banks, outside of the Me- 
chanics’ National of New York, isa little more 
than $50,000 in excess of the money actually 
on deposit in these banks. I have found no 
evidence that any bonds on deposit have been 
sold except the $17,000 of securities belong- 
ing to the sinking fund of the city of New- 
ark, and the sale of these, Baldwin clalms, 
was made by mistake.“ 
MR. JOHN R. EMERY, 
counsel for the bank, had but little informa- 
tion to give. He said: “Il am engaged to 
represent the bank only in the matter of 
Nugent’s property. 1 Have just 
received a telegram stating that 
the branch factory of the Nugents, at 
Cincinnati, has been attached on behalf of 
the bank. I don’t know how much the prop- 
erty is valued at, or what mortgages there 
may be uponit. We are attaching all the 
property of the firm outside of the State that 
wecan lay our hands upon. Whether the 
attachments will hold good must be deter- 
mined by the courts.“ 
JUDGE TEESE, 
Nugent’s counsel, says that Baldwin re- 
ceived 1 per cent on all the advances made 
to Nugent. He says further: “While I 
don’t claim to have absolute knowledge 
which would be accepted in a court of 
law, my suspicion is that, when all 
the facts are brought out, it will be 
found that baldwin, if not others, has prof- 
ited by Mr. Nugent’s paper to a much 
greater amount than 1 per cent for years 
past. There was a regular agreement be- 
tween Oscar L. Baldwin and Christopher 
Nugent. Baldwin was to provide all the 
capital for carrying on the business, and 
for doing this Nugent was to pay him 1 per 
cent on all the money advanced.

What an lowa Gentleman Saw on 
a European Tour. 


Ineffable Poverty and Wretchedness 
in the Emerald Isle. 


This Condition the Natural Result of 
the Present Land Piem. 


Only Absolute Ownership of the Soil Will 
Satisfy the Irish People. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tripwne. 

MENDOTA, III., Nov. L—Capt. George W. 
Bell, formerly a newspaper-man and mem- 
ber of the lowa Bar, having just returned 
from an extensive tour through Europe, 
arrived in this city a few days ago, when 
your correspondent availed himself of the 
opportunity of an interview with him to 
ascertain his views regarding the social con- 
dition and the causes of agitation in the Old 
World. I found him at his hotel, seemingly 
ready to dispel the gloom of a dismal, rainy 
day by a spirited conversation. 

-“ What was your purpose in visiting Eu- 
rope?“ | asked. 

“Well, you see,” said the Captain, “I was 
impressed with the idea that the social posi- 
tion occupied by our people was rather below 
their pretensions, and 1 determined to visit 
other countries and make a comparison.“ 

“ What countries did you visit, and what 
were your conclusions?” 

“I traveled in England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Holland, Belgium, France, and Prussia. As 
the land agitation had brought Ireland to the 
notice of all English-speaking people, 1 
gave that my first attention. I remained 
there nine weeks, traveling in twenty-four of 
the thirty-two counties of that country.” 

Ho did you find things there?“ 

O the peasantry are in a deplorable con- 
dition! In common with Americans gener- 
ally I believed their case had been much ex- 
aggerated; but from personal observation I 
now feel that half the truth has not been 
It is impossible to depict it. No Amer- 
jean can understand the degree of 

POVERTY AND WRETCHEDNESS 
in which the tenant-farwers and laborers 
living. Many of them are in a state of mre 
starvation. Poverty is the rule, and djscon- 
tent is deep-rooted, wide-spread, and danger- 
ous.” . 

“Then the outrages that we so frequently 
see mentioned in the papers are true, and re- 


sult from a spirit of desperation and discon- } 


tent?“ 

„Asa rule,“ said the Captain, the people 
are submissive, quiet, and law-abiding. There 
are, however, occasional outbursts of passion 
and violence—the surviving sparks of a 
revolutionary Spirit which no degree of 
physical force ean extinguish; they are the 
reckless ravings Of a hopeless condition. I 
was in the most disturbed districts, and wit- 
pessed many of their reported outrages; and 
I know that most of them were grussly ex- 
ageerated, and many were manufactured to 
suit the occasion.” 

“Does this sad state of affairs prevail 
throughout the whole of Ireland?“ | asked. 

“No,” he replied. “In the Province of 
Ulster the people are much better off. There 
the land seems to be more equitably divided, 
the system of agriculture much better, and 
the people corresponding!y more happy. in 
the otner three provinces the better portions 
are almost depopulated by a 
PERSISTENT POLICY OF CAPRICIOUS EVIC- 

TIONS, 

so that one may drive twenty miles without 
seeing a cabin ora hut, while the poorer or 
mountainous districts are crowded with 
11 tenants and half-famished 
aborers. There seems to be a prevail- 
idea in this country,” he con- 
“that the north of Ireland is 
more fertile than the other 
portions of the country. My travels 
did not prove that to be sp—for, wherever 1 
ga wa spot of ground well cultivated there 
was evidence of an abundant harvest.

make comparisons. Believing England to be 
the most advanced of any monarchy of 
modern times, he Miought he had a right to 
expect the condition of her peasantry to be 
correspondingly better. In England and the 
Lowlands of Scotiand he found the tenant 
farmers and laborers in a much better con- 
dition than the same classes in Ireland: but 
in the Highlands of Scotland misery and 
poverty are coéxtensive with the mountain 
districts of Ireland. 

From Scotland he crossed the North Sea to 
the Netherlands. In Holland, Belgium. 
France. and Prussia, want and famine among 
the farmers and farm-laborers were almost 
banished. The people live in comfortable 
houses, are well clothed and weil fed, and 
are loyal; and, were it not for the dread of 
compulsory enrol#ment for military service, 
of which they live in constant terror; they 
would be contented and happy. They own 
the soil they cultivate. Feudalism is a thing 
of the past. Improved agriculture insures 
greater plenty and greater happiness. There 
are no coercion acts, no evictions, no agra- 
rian outrages, no political suspects, because 
there are no landlords.

The Death of Paul M. Keating—Was It 
the Result of am Attack on Him or a 
Fall? 

Paul M. Keating, a printer employed on Tue 
TRIBUNE, died yesterday forenoon at his home, 
No. 252 Desplaines street, of congestion of the 
brain, brought on, it is believed by many of his 
friends, by injuries received in an encounter 
with a trio of thieves near the corner of (lark 
and Madison streets at about 2 o'clock Friday 
morning. Mr. Keating was not at all addicted 
to the use of stimulants—just the contrary— 
but, like many a young mau, he bad been fool- 
ish enough to spend several hours of Thursday 
nigbt in Scherer’s and Sw d's restaurants, on 
Clark street, north of | son. At about 2 
o’ciock in the morning TH Hickey,a printer 
on the Daily News, found Mm sitting on the 
curbstone. Several persons were standing about 
him at the time, and as Hickey came up he 
heard Paul say, Give me back my watch.” at 
the same time motioning towards one of the 
party. Hickey, thinking that the fellows were 
manipulating bim for the valuables he pos- 
sessed, turned to the individual whom Keating 
appeared to have designated, and told bim to 
give him back bis watch. At this all of the 
party turned upon bim 80 roughly that he 
walked off to avoid having any trouble with 
them. They followed him into the House of 
David, and abused him roundly for interfering 
in matters not concerning himseif. Their talk 
was such that*Hickey as well as others 
present at the time were convinced that they 
were the persons who had robbed Keating 

f bis watch. The night bartender asked 
Maj. Burke who they were, and be is said to 
have responded that the one who did the talking 
was Fox, the pool-room man’s son. Upon these 
representations, Harry and Eddie Fox were run 
in by the police lust evening, but Hickey and 
the House of David bartender failed to identify 
either of them. Ma). Burke was found under 
the “infloocence,” and several amusing biua- 
ders was the result.

He seemed completely wrong in the 
bead, and made serious complaint. His friends 
heard of his plight and got bim released, and 
Saturday evening be was at work as usual, but 
compiained of bis bend, and particularly of a 
painful sensation about his ears. The following 
evening be called at the station for his property, 
but was far from feeling as well as he 
looked. The next day be wus ill, and Dr. R. I. 
Kea was summoned to attend him. The doctor 
found no external marks of violence, but this 
of itself proves nothing as to how he came to his 
death. The cuse bas not yet been called to the 
attention of the Coroner, and may not be, us the 
intimate friends of the deceased are strongly 
op d to a post-mortem examination.

‘The Supposed Lon Williams 


Clandestinely Taken to 
Dunn County, 


No Demonstration upon His Arrival 
at Menomonee, the County- 
Seat. 


Another Vendetta in Arkansas Leaves a 
Trail of Blood and Death, 


Kuhl, Alias Williams, Taken to Dunn 
County, Wisconsin.

MrtwavuKkek, Wis. Nov, 2.—There was a 
startling rumor today that Lon Williams has 
been spirited away to Dunn County Jail. 
The absence ot Sheriff Knight, the District- 
Attorney of St. Croix County, the Coleman 
brothers, and last, but not least, Sheriff 
Rugee and District-Attorney Williams, 
which, together wtth the fact that no one 
could see Kuhl, not even his attorneys, gave 
color to the story. It was learned at the jail 
that the Milwaukee officers and. several of- 
ficers from the interior had gone to Chicago 
to determine a certain detail of the case, and 
that Sheriff Rugee had given orders that 
no one should be permitted to see Kuhl. It 
was learned, however, later, that the man 
had been taken by the officers to Dunn Coun- 
ty on the 3 o’clock train this morning. Sev- 
eral relatives of the suspected—Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Schertz and Miss Julia Kuhl, the latter 
a sister of the prisoner—arrived here today, 
besides the neweomers already named. The 
Sheriff of Woodfofd County, IIlinois, a man 
who knew Kuhl when he was a child, and 
who also knows Lon Williams, will be here, 
and the farmers near Bloomington, III., who 
had employed Kuhl in July last, a farmer 
named flilderbrand, for whom Kuhl had 
worked in May, and Charles Kuhl, a brother 
of the prisonef.

In the past two or three 
months several person® have falien victims 
of it, and last week a young man named 
Sheton Hutchinson was brutally assasinated, 
thus adding one more to the long and bloody 
score. Hutchinson was murdered while 
riding through a desolate woods. He was 
on his way to procure the services 
of a doctor for his sick father, 
who died shortly after his son was 
slain, and without suspecting the horrible 
fate which had overtaken him. The assas- 
ins of young Hutchinson took his dead body, 
and, placing ft on a heap of logs, set fire to 
the latter in order to destroy all traces of the 
crime. The victim’s charred remains were 
afterwards found bya party of his friends 


who were searching the surronnding coun- 
try for him. Two men, Edward Standbridge 
and Ben Brotherson, were arrested on the 
charge of having murdered Hutchinson, but, 
though the evidence against them 
was very strong, the Justice be- 
fore whom they were tried turned 
them loose. There is considerable feeling in 
the neighborhvod, and it may be Judge Lynch 
will try not only the accused, but others 
upon whom suspicion rests. Within. the 
past. year Polk County has been the theatre 
of ascore of ghastly murders. At one time 
the Governor seriously thought of sending 
the militia into the county to protect life, but 
an exodus of leading desperadoes to Texas 


and the Indian Nation seemed to render the 


presence of troops unnecessary. The re- 
cent murder, it is hoped by good citizens, 
will lead to the adoption of measures that 
will prevent a continuation of such ouyages 
in the county, and will punish murderers.

OBITUARY. 


Paul M. Keating. 

The whole printing fraternity of the City 
of Chicago will be profoundly shocked by 
the death of Paul Keating, a boy who went 
to Dearborn School, opposit the present site 
of Tuk TRIBUNE office, and s man who grew 
into maturity as Chicago grew to be the 
Western metropolis. He was, in his youth, 
possibly as handsome as any young man ever 
reared in this region, and the natural kind- 
ness of his disposition was in perfect keep- 
ing with the external favors which Nature 
had showered upon him. He had been de- 
prived of his parents at an early period in his 
life, and, if no mistake be made, had 
lived for over twenty years at the 
house of Mr. and Mrs. Rooney, 
on South Desplaines street, where 
he had grown to be regarded nearly as their 
own son, as well as one of the earliest of the 
protéges of Aunt Lizzie, famed in the See- 
ond-Baptist annals of that section of the 
town. Nearly eve ybody liked Paul Keating 
from the day he entered as an apprentice 
under James Culver. He began work in Tun 
TRIBUNE composing-room shortly after the 
removal from Clark street, went through the 
scenes of the fire, and landed safely at a case 
on Canal street near Randolph—a change ot 
only a few blocks and a few days, yet a 
change which made remarkable differences 
in the personnel of Tue Tum force of 
workmen. His life was a quiet, easy, unam- 
bitious one. In spite of his personal prefer- 
ences and Jove of greater independence, his 
serviees were often demanded in the pruof- 
room, where he finally, with some unwilling- 
ness, Was put as a n reader, and 
where his naturally broad and kind intelli- 
gence made hima favorit, with the composit- 
ors who corrected according to his marks, 
with the proofreaders who toiled through the 
night at his side, and with the writers who 
“put their fate into his hands.” He

‘ SUICIDAL. 


Self-Destruction of a Well-Connected 
Young Man in Atianta, Ga.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 2.—- Rufus McPherson, 
grandson of Maj. Campbell Wallace, Presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ Bank, Atlanta, com- 
mitted suicide this afternoon at 4o’clock in 
the saloon of Kimball, py shooting himself 
through the brain with a pistol.

This letter seemed to bear 
forcibly upon his thoughts, and having been 
east off by his best friend McPherson stated 
was the cause of his coming to the determi- 
nation. He was drunk at the time, and those 
with whom he conversed gave the matter 
little attention, believing McPherson would 
go to bed and sleep the idea of self-destruc- 
tion off. The sequel shows, however, that, if 
he did abandon the idea, it was only for the 
moment, and the same determination came 
back to him this afternoon. After taking his 
last drink at the counter he took a loaded 

istol out of a box in which he had purchased 
f a few moments before, and raised the 
weapon above his head. McPherson said 
to friends standing near, “See that,” and 
then, lowering the weapon and putting the 
muzzle to his brain, said, I'll put it here,“ 
and then pulled the trigger. ‘The report 
caused a large gathering in a few moments. 
McPherson was carri up-stairs in the ho- 
tel, where he died a few moments after, Mc-

against the Government and in favor of him- 
self, and set apa clainf to double commis- 
sions. He had already allowed the commis- 
sions provided for in Sec. 161 to purchasers; 
he demanded the same commissions over 
again for himself under Sec. 170. But Justice 
Harlan pointed out that this construction of 
the law Involved a manifest absurdity. Both 
sections of the law providedfor the sale of 
stamps by, among others, Collectors. Deputy 
Collectors, and Postmasters. Under Sec. 161 
they were to have the commission if they 
paid in advance. Under Sec. 170 they were 
to receive stamps without prepayment, and 
allo commissions to persons who bought 
from them. If Folger’s construction of the 
law. had been correct, then Collectors, Dep- 


aty Collectors, and Postmasters would be au- 


thorized under one section to derive a com- 
mission from the sale of stamps for which 
they had paid in advance, and under another 
section to draw the same commission from 
the sales of stamps which they had received 
as Government agents without prepayment. 
There would in this case have been nothing 
to prevent them from selling the stamps in 
their official capacity to themselves as pri- 
vate individuals, and then selling them again, 
and realizing full commissions on both trans- 
actions. This was, in fact, Folger’s extreme- 
ly generous interpretation of the law. Judge 
Harlan said farther on this point: 


Upon the theory advanced by . 1 — 
counsel, a purehaser direct from the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to the amount of 
$1,000 would be allowed but 5 cent as com- 
mission, while upon a sale through an Assistant 
Treasurer in sealed envelopes to the same pur- 
chaser of the same stamps the Government 
would lose 10 per cent in commissions—5 per 
cent to the Assistant Treasurer and 5 per cent 
te the purehaser. 


In view of the judgment of two courts 
upon this claim, itis perhaps not surprising 
that none of the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
or Commissioners of Internal Revenue, or 
Assistant Trensurers (with the sole excep- 
tion of Folger) ever upheld his theory of the 
law as providing for double commissions, 
either before his term of service or after-

FFOLGER’S ILLEGAL CLAIM.

that of doing and performing all duties as 
fiscal nt of the Government whieh might be 
imposed by that or any other act of Congress, or 
by any regulation of the Treasury Department 
made in conformity tofaw, and also to do and 
71 all acts and duties required by law or 

y direction of any of the executive depart- 
ments of the Government, as agents for paying 
pensions or for making any other disbursements 
which either of the beads of these departments 
may be required by law to make, and which are 
of a character to made by the depositories 
bereby constituted, consistentiy with the other 
duties im upon them.” The same act 
fixed the salaries of the Assistant Treasurers 
and declared: And these salaries respectively 
ot be 28 for tue services of the respective 

hall either of them be permitted to 
ar or receive any commission, pay, or per- 
quisit for any official serv ice, of any character 
or description whatsvever.”’ It will observed 
that while the act of Aug. 235, 1842, allows an of- 
ficer haviug a fixed salary to receive additional 
pay, extra allowance, or compensation “if the 
appropriation therefor explicitly states that it 
is for such additional pay, extra allowance, or 
compensation,” the act of 1846 contains no such 
reservation in favor of Assistant Treasurers of 
the United States. As to those officers the stat- 
ute expressly forbide them from receiving any 
commission, pay, or perquisit, for any official 
service of any c aracter or description whatso- 
ever. And so the lau is to this day. vised Stat- 
utes, Sec. 3.507. 

The public might have no interest in Judge 
Folger or his claim, since it has been rejected 
by two courts, but for the fact that he has 
lately been made Secretary of ‘the Treasury. 
In the discharge ofethe duties of his new 
office he will be required to pass upon the 
merits of hundreds of claims, none of whiich 
possibly may have as little merit as his own, 
but most of which will be almost as wort h- 
less and inequitable. It is not to the interest 
of the Government or the people that a man 


having such notions of official propriety and 


what constitutes a proper claim as he exhibit- 


ed in preferring his own claim should be at 
the head of the Treasury Department and 
pass upon the claims of others. Nor is it a 
good example to civil servants of the Gov- 
ernment to promote to so great an oflice one 
who has lately been naiding the Treasury 
from the outside. 

Judge Folger’s claim was wholly destitute 
of equity or justice. It was purely technical, 
and precisely such a claim as asharp lawyer 
not overburdened with principle might be 
expected to make.. There are a number of 
claim agents in Washington who make a 
comfortable liy by twisting, torturing, and 
perverting the Plain meaning of the statutes 
in such a manner as to extract money 
from the Treasury for their clients or them- 
selves. Judge Folger will find his resolution 
sorely tried when he is called to pass upon 
these claims. Though they may be man- 
festiy improper, there will be scarcely one of 
them so wholly destitute of merit as his own 
claim was found to be by two courts. 


THE TRICHINA HUMBUG IN auen 
We printed on Tuesday the results of 
certain experiments recently made at the La- 
boratory of Zodlogical Histology in Paris by 
M. C. Rebourgen and M. G. Pouchet, in re- 
gard to American meats infested witn trichi- 
ne. The experiments, as stated, were thor- 
2 and the results established were as fol- 
ws: 

Trichinosed pork was fed to rats, and in- 
vestigation found no trichine in the muscular 
tissues of the rats, but some encysted trichinæ 
were found im the stomach and intestines: 
some of the parasites had been more or less 
digested, but no trace of fecundature was 
observed. Mice were fed sixty days liberal- 
ly with trichinosed pork; but the examiners 
could not find any living trichine in the 
muscles, but found dead ones in the aliment-

‘siete, kills the parasite after a *

— uncertain. Another chemist, M. P. 
Bert, says that the trichinw died of them- 
seives in the salted meats; and he adds that 
the experiments indicate that the time re- 
quired for this is from one to three or four 
months. All these gentlemen concur that 
thorough cooking is a preventive against 
any danger from trichinz in meats. 

Just now when the political economists of 
France and Germany are using the alleged 
presence of the “fatal” trichine in Ameri- 
can meat as a sort of protection to the domes- 
tic meat raisers, these oft repeated demon- 
strations of the harmlesness of American 
pork must in due time explode these theo- 
retical dangers. It is now established by 
numerous experiments that: 

„ Thorough cooking is an infallible pre- 
ventive of all dangers from trichlus in meat. 

2. That no living trichinw are produced in 
animals which are fed upon or which con- 
sume trichinosed pork, the trichine in such 
cases being digested and passing away like 
other food. 

3. That trichinte, when they exist in pork, 
are killed inthe meat by the salt, and that the 
salt accomplishes this result in from one to 
four months after pack ing. 

This certainly reduces the possible danger 
from trichinez to the lowest minimum. Tri- 
ching are found in only a small proportion of 
pork; when eaten in uncooked pork they do 
not breed or live in the consumer, but are di- 
gested as other food; and if left in the pork 
are killed by the salt; and if the trichine sur- 
vive the salt, they are fatally disposed of when 
the meat is cooked. 

Nothing could be plainer or more distinctly 
assuring than the entire harmlesness of 
trichine, whether the meat be used after 
or before cooking. If the meat be cooked, 
the trichine are destroyed: if let alone, the 
salt kills them as effectually as does the cook- 
ing: but, even if the pork be eaten uncooked 
with the trichins, the latter perish in the 
process of digestion. 

In the light of these investigations, the 
great efforts made in France to discredit 
American pork are really laughable. Minis- 
ters of State, Health Officers, and local au- 
thorities of every degree have been deceived, 
or have lent themselves to a silly deception. 
In some parts of France the practice has 
been to send men with bells ringing through 
towns, giving notice that American pork 


filled with the deadly trichine was for sale, 


and warning the public against using it. 
Ministers of State have issued orders prohib- 
iting its sale and its importation, All of these 
devices were in the interest of those who 


mad domestic meat to sell, and for which 


they asked greater prices than would buy 
the American meat.

THE STAR-ROUTE PROSECUTION. 

The dawdling and delay in the prosecution 
of the star-route“ cases is getting to be 
disgusting, and there is little wonder that 
the President in his impatience has called 
the prosecutors before him and ordered 
them to bring the suits to trial and convic- 
tion if the Government has a case, and if 
not todrop them. Since the announcement 
was made somewhat bombastically that there 
was plenty of evidence to convict the whole 
gang, the Attorney-General has backed out 
of the case, leaving the Department of Jus- 
tice without any head, and the Govern- 
ment represented by a District-Attorney 
suspected of Inkewarmness in the case, 
and some miscellaneous lawyers who do 
not appear to have any concert of ac- 
tion or any responsibility in any di- 
rection. Two weeks ago, when Col. Inger- 


soll declared his unwillingness to make his | 


argument against the information unless all 
the arguments could be made on the same 
day. it was conveniently agreed that he 
should have time to go to New Mexico and 
on his return coufisel would meet and fix a 
day for the hearing. Col. Ingersoll returned. 
Notice was served upon the Government 
counsel, but somehow every one of the coun- 
sel found it convenient to be out of town 
when the notice was served except the Dis- 
trict-Attorney, who appears to be of about 
as much use in the case as the fifth wheel to 
the coach. He was present.in court but pro- 
fessed his inability to do anything 
without the other counsel, and the 
Court at last in its impatience fixed 
upon. today as the time for the argu- 
ment on the information. Here was a 
point gained, for it allowed the defendants 
to make it appear that they were eager and 
ready for trial, and that the prosecution was 
harassing them by needless delays, and ‘thus 
‘in reality persecuting them. And now if the 
irresponsible counsel for the Government 
can be induced to get together long enough 
to make an argument, several days or weeks 
must. be exhausted over a purely legal ques- 
tion, and then, should the point be decided 
against them, the case must go back to the 
grand jury on indictment and take its turn, 
Guiteau’s case, and perhaps others, taking 
precedence of it. This is certainly a very 
singular course for a case where the Govern- 
ment counsel has all along claimed that the 
evidence was complete, and that it was only 
necessary to go to trial to secure cofi- 
viction. It is no wonder that the President 
has grown restiess and feels that he will be 
held responsible, and that he has peremptor- 
ily ordered the prosecution to go on or else 
acknowledge they haye no case. Such 
dawdling and delay would disgrace any legal 
firm engaged in private litigation. Why 
such incompetency—or at least indifference— 
shopld have been suffered so long in the 
prosecution of public robbers is incompre- 
hensible, especially as every day’s delay is a 
point gained by the plunderers, and warrants 
them in making the assertion that while they 
are ready and eager for trial the Government 
is neither ready nor willing to give them a 
hearing. 


THE DEMAND FOR REBEL BONDS. 

At first glance Confederate bonds would 
not appear to have any value as “ portable 
property“ beyond the unsavory sentiment 
connected witli them as relics in museums or 
numismatic collections. Of late, however, 
there appears to have sprung up an active 


demand for them, especially among English | 


capitalists, though what reason was urging 
them to invest in what is apparently waste- 
paper has been a mystery. Our Washington 
dispatches, however, give one explanation, 
which, though it is not very clear in its de- 
tails, may partially account for the sudden 
demand, as it intimates that there is a securi- 
ty on deposit in the Bank of England back of 
them, which speculators are eager to get 
into their possession. How or just why this 
deposit was made does not appear, 
except that it was a Southern de- 
posit made at some time during the 
War, and was controlled by five trust- 


ees, who collect the interest on it annually, 


and that Judah P. Benjamin and. Jeff Davis 
are among the trustees, It further appears 
that some parties have made contracts with 
our Government to get this money, but have 
failed, and that English speculators are in- 
vesting in these bonds, which, of course, can 
be bought for about the price of waste paper, 
with the expectation of recovering the money 
in the Bank of England in payment for them. 
rspeculators in Holland and Belgium

— is a general rush to recover this money, 
why should not the United States put in its 
claim?

There is, however, another view of the 
case. It may be possible that these specula- 
tors are buying up the bonds with the inten- 
tion of acoumulating them and faying them 
away until we have drifted along fifteen or 
twenty years further from the Rebellion and 
its memories, and then coming before Con- 
gress and asking it to redeem them upon the 
score of National honor.and good faith. An- 
other generation hence they may fancy that 
the War of the Rebellion will be as mucha 
matter of the past as the. Mexican War, and 
that they can convince Congress that these 
bonds were issued by a-great revolution- 
ary faction, representing the struggie of 
the Pro-Slavery Democratic party against 
the Abolition Republican party to get control 
of the Government, and that a debt incurred 
in such a manner ought to be redeemed, and 
if not redeemed that the people of this coun- 
try will be. guilty of a species of repudiation. 
Whether this be the purpose of the specu- 
lators or not, it is incumbent upon the 
Solicitor of the Treasury to call the attention 
of the British Government to this deposit, 
and to put in a strong claim for it as the 
property of the Government growing out of 
the War. The British Government can hard- 
ly wish to hold it any longer in its custody, 
and would undoubtedly be glad to find some- 
body to whom it belongs.

TECHNICAL SCHOOLS AND EXPORTS. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal is making 
an effort to have the high school of that city 
converted into a school of technical train- 
ing. There are many argumentsin favor of 
such a change. The mission of the public 
school has been properly stated by the Na- 
tional Commission of Education, to provide 
training and to teach knowledge of general 
application and utility.“ The same authority 
has further said. What is needed is to 
supplement the public school with a system 
of special schools for technical and industrial 
training.“ The high schools in cities are 
really supplemental to the primary and es- 
sential purpose of the common schools, and 
might be made more servicable to the com- 
munity by taking on a practical rather than 
a collegiate character. But the Cowrier- 
Journal, following an argument made by the 
New York Bulletin, is evidently mistaken in 
urging as a reason for the proposed change 
that the education of an industrial class is 
calculated to develo id promote the man- 
ufactured exports of this country, and to 
that.extent increase the wealth of the Amer- 
ican people. The following extract from the 
Bulletin will sufficieMtly illustrate the line 
of reasoning: 

Industrial education, considered from a busi- 
ness standpoint, therefore, implies a considera- 
tion of dollars and cents. For the purpose of 
emphasizing the importance of such an educa- 
tion it is only necessary to refer to a few com- 
mercial statistics in regard to the relative

These figures show the industrial advantages 
which we possess over England and France in 
the coarse industries, in the way of food sup- 
plies, and raw materials; they also show that we 
are not only far behind the other two nations in 
the extent and variety of our industrial devel- 
opment, but that our manufactured exports are 
not in proportion to our opportunities. The 
figures show also—and the.fact is an all-impor- 
tant one—that it is the manufactures which give 
life tu the commerce of a nation. Our exports 
ot manufactures are painfully insignificant as 
compared with those of either Engiand or 
France, which nations are in the markets of the 
worl e leading sellers ot the thought of their 
peopl the United States buying toreign 
thought to the amount of 527,065. 78, and sell- 
ing but $73,081,365 of thought. The fact, how- 
ever, that most of our manufactures are con- 
sumed in our home market does not neutralize 
the force or the suggestiveness of the compara- 
tive exhibits. 


There is one omission, however, which is 
fatal to the conclusion sought from this ex- 
hibit. While it is true that the resources of 
this country in raw material fer manufact- 
uring and in food for the sustenance of the 
industrial classes are vastly superior to those 
of England and France, which nevertheless 
export many times as much in manufactures, 
the lack of skilled labor will not account for 
the discrepancy. American manufactured 
goods can never compete in the markets of 
the world with the manufactures of England, 
France, and other countries, except upon the 
same plane of prices, and the prices will 
scarcely reach the same plane so long as u 
duty Is levied in this conntry on goods of 
foreign manufacture *anging from 40 to 100 
per cent. Food may continue to be abun- 
dant and cheap; raw material may be pro- 
duced in great quantities, and be available 
at low prices; and to these advantages may 
be added a growing supply of native skilled 
labor in all the branches of industry; but just 
solong as the American manufacturers shall 
be able to obtain from 30 to 90 per cent more 
for their goods than the price at which the 
same goods can be imported from other 
countries the American manufacturers will 
not. seek foreign markets for their goods. 
This is not an argument against the encour- 
agement of special training and industrial 
education, the increase of which will be one 
of the most efficient agents in breaking down 
the barriers to foreign markets; but itis well 
to keep in mind all the obstacles that stand in 
the way of American enterprise in reaching 
out to foreign countries to find markets for 
the American manufacthres. It is more 
likely that an extensive system of technical 
training for the trades shall follow upon an 
enlargement of the markets for American 
goods than that an increase of American ex- 
ports shall result from an extension of in- 


dustrial and technical education.

It is further said that 
the Tunis soil will produce two crops a year, and 
that the short distance across the Mediterranean 
to Genoa and Marseilles in comparison with the 
ocean transit our American wheat must make 
to reach European ports is a great point in favor 
of the Tunisian farmer. If only European emi- 
grants will go to Africa, it is argued that a revo- 
lution migtt be offected in the wheat trade which 
would shut us out from our foreign market. The 
New York Tribune remarks: 

All this is nonsense. Europeans will not go 
to Tunis to work under a tropical sun. If they 
did, the area of unoccupied land between the 
sea and the desert is so small that even two 
crops of wheat a year raised upon it would be 
but a drop in the bucket of the great European 
demand. The French have been trying tor 
twenty years to raise wheat in Algiers, and they 
have succeeded to an encouraging extent, but 
the total product of the country is vot sufficient 
to exercise any noticeable influence on the grain 
markets of the worid. 

Europe will gradually become more and more 
dependent on American breadstuffs. Year by 
year Western Europe will need more of our 
wheat, flour, corn, and meats as their popula- 
tion increases, and the cultivation of wheat in 
Great Britain, France, Germany, and Italy will 
continue fo decline as the American compcti- 
tion renders its growth less profitable than other 
crops.

A RECENT report from Mr. John Farrell, 
the United States Consul at Bristol, furnishes 
some interesting information concerning the 
trade of that city in American products, Our 
cheese controle the market, but our butter en- 
counters sharp competition from France. Our 
oleomargarine, or butterine, which we trust is 
all exported to Europe, is in increased demand; 
indeed the Consul thinks that nine-tenths of the 
“raw material of the Holland butter reaching 
the English market is oleomargarine shipped 
from the United States to Holland. He believes 
that this article will soon be as popular and 
merchantable as condensed milk is at the pres- 
ent time. American flour the Consul finds so 
popular that many of the English millers buy it 
to reseil as of their own production. The im- 
portation of American leather is constantly in- 
creasing. American beef has an established 
reputation, and stores for its sale are numerous. 
Our mutton is not so acceptable, however, at 
which we do not wonder. Any one who bas 
eaten a thick, juicy English chop wi.l not be 
surprised that the British people do not admire 
American mutton, tough and stringy as it often 
is. Too little attention is paid in this country to 
raising and fattening sheep for market. An 
American sheep, siaughtered, seldom weighs 
over sixty pounds, while English sheep average 
100 pounds.

Important Meeting at Milwaukee 
Damp Wheat—They Come to the Cone 
clusion to Shut Up Their Mills for a 
Time. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
MILWAUKEE, Nov. 2—The Wisconsin 
Millers’ Association held an important meet 
ing today, and considered business of ime 
portance to their interest as well as the ine 
terests of the general public. Edward San 
derson, President of the association, stated 
that several matters of moment would doe 
placed before the meeting by Secretary Sea« 
mans. 
that in the markets of New York and Boston 
Minnesota flour of the best brands had beet 
inspected as unsound, though when shipped 
the flour seemingly was up to the high 
standard the millers were striving 
to maintain. The deterioration of the 
flour was doubtless due 0 the 
dampness of the wheat this season conse 


quent upon the heavy and continuous raing © 


throughout the Northwest, and particularly 
in Minnesota. This damp and damaged 
wheat has been inspected into elevator® 
when it should have been kept out of grades 
which should be dry and reliable. Mr. Sane 
derson spoke of a sample of No. 2 which he 
had just seen on Change as fair in appear- 
ance, but which was bloated from dampness, 
The sellers of the lot had asked $1.28 and 
accepted $1.25. This kind of wheat would 
doubtless be inspected into the elevators, and 
would doubtless prove a cheat if millers 
bought it, and grow hot if it remained in 
store until next season. 

Wheat-Inspector Crandall, of the Chambet 
of Commerce, was questioned as to the qual. 
ities of wheat he inspected into elevators, 


The latter gentleman stated the fact 


He thought wheat which would heat unig <3 


for warehousing. 

The members seemed to be of the opinion 
that greater care should be exercised to keep 
the elevators free from damp wheat. 

Mr. Sanderson thought the rules of im 
spection should be so amended that the milk 
ers would be fully protected against joss. 

Secretary Seamans suggested that the Ine 
spectors were within the jurisdiction of the 
Millers’ Association. This year, Mr. Seas 
mans remarked, is an off year on wheat, and 
probably a more strict adherence to existing 
regulations would serve the millers during 
the emergency. ‘He offered the following 
resolution to secure such caution in inspec: 


tion as the millers desired:

The Austrian policy 
in this respect will be only limited by 
Russian interests. Italy is further pledged

is likely to de ere long em- 
broiled with (Greece, if not, indeed, 
eventually with Russia, neither nation will 
be able to interfere in other European af- 
fairs for a long time to come. Austria has 
also promised not to make common 
cause with France against Italy. France 
is thus isolated, or, rather, wedged 
in between Germany and Italy. 
The latter Power, for topographical reasons, 
could not be dangerous to Germany, with 
whom, moreover, she is indirectly allied. 
Germany is thus left independent, and mis- 
tress of the situation, with no Power stand- 
ing between herself and France.

We 
have made them Citizens of Spain, with 
equal laws, liberties, and now even with 
coasting trade between Spain and Cuba, and 
in years all duties will be abolished on their 
imports inthe peninsula.” 

AS REGARDS AUTONOMY, 
Castilion, amid much applause from both 
the Democratic and Republican groups, de- 
clared he considered autonomy a danger, as 
it would lead ina short time to separation 
from the mother country. Autonomy is 
irrevocably impossible; the old colonial 
régime equally impossible. Between those 
two exaggerations. stands our . policy 
of sincere and practical assimila- 
tion, within the limits of what 
is possible in the colony. Did the Spdn- 
ish Democracy give you more at the time of 
the revolution of September, and can Senor 
Portuondo deny that in the ranks of the 
autonomist schdo! in Cuba there do not ex- 
ist some secessionist inclinations? Can we 
make Cuba a Castilian Canada when we rec- 
ollect how, during ten years, the Cubans 
fought for independence? No. Autuno- 
mists never! Spain has a right to be an 
American Power. Her flag in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, with free and liberal institu- 
tions, stands in the front of Spanish-Amer- 
ican republies, as does the glorious es- 
cutcheon of their fathers on the old manor 
houses of the Asturias.” 

AS REGARDS SLAVERY, 

Castillon declared that the Government must 
respect the law voted by the Cortes until it 
had heard and consulted the Cuban mein- 
bers, in order to examine and make correc- 
tions of abuses of the regulations that allow 
corporal punishment. “The recent emanci- 
pation of 5,000,600 nativesin the Phillippine 
Islands by the abolition of tobacco monop- 
olies proves what the present Government 
and party think of slavery.’’ Loud cheers 
welcomed this Ministerial declaration, and 
the members from both sides of the House 
rushed from their seats to congratulate Cas- 
tillon. 
SENOR SILVESTA 

bitterly attacked the Government’s foreign 
policy, especially in regard to the settlement 
with France for the Saida claims. The Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs contended that the 
result fully justified the Government’s poli- 
cy, and pointed out that, while they had ob- 
tained indemnification from France’s French 
claims arising from the Carlist war, they had 
been left to Spanish generosity.

THE GERMAN PRESS ON PARNELL’S ARREST. 

BERLIN, Oct. 18.—If Mr. Gladstone at all 
cared for the good or bad opinion of foreign 
countries he might be gratified to know 
that the arrest of Mr. Parneli has tended not 
a little to raise him and his Government in 
the estimation of the Germans. The news 
was received here with considerable sur- 
prise, yet the astonishment was not so much 
at the fact that the ringleader of Irish revo- 
lution had been deprived of his liberty as 
that a Government which had so long toler- 
ated his insults and his instigations to 
breach of law should have at last found 
courage to exercise the exceptional 
powers conferred upon it by the Legislature. 
It is true that the Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung, the personal organ of Prince Bis- 
marek, which had ardently advocated every 
one öf the measures that have given his op- 
ponents occasion to call him an absolutist 
and an unconstitutiona! statesman, affects to 
raise its eyebrows in horror, or at least sur- 
prise, at what has taken place in Ireland; 
‘but no one who has remarked the vein o 
bitter hostility which has invariably charac- 
terized the attitude of this semi-official print 
to the present British Premier can fail to 
perceive the drift of its constitutional criti- 


cism. It says: 

That a mem of Parliament should admin- 
istratively be locked up is quite a new, one may 
almost aay quite a medieval occurrence. Since 
the rise o Parliamentary Government—that is to 
say, since about the accession of the Hanoverian

I wish Ireland bad never been conquered, 
and the two islands had always been inde- 
pendent of each other. But the past cannot 
be annulled. To cast Ireland loose now 
would be to consign her to anarchy, to civil 
war, to an ultimate collision with thé more 
powerful isiand, which could end only in 
one way—to another revolution perhaps of 
the hideous cycle of her woes. Iam per- 
suaded theaspirations of Irish patriot- 
ism, with which I heartily sympathize, may 
be gratified, so far as they are practicable, 
by a measure of self-government which 
would be good for all the three kingdoms and 
for their overladen Parliament. Happily if the 
necessity arises decisive action there 
will be no conflict or danger of bloodshed. 
The league is totally without military force 
in Irel and there is no fear lest the peo- 
ple of the Unithd States—the Alabama ques- 
tion having been settled—will connive at any 
violations of their law, though the fact that 
the Land League is supported by American, 
not by Irish, money may diminish the feel-

He 
Was conveyed at once to tpe County Hospital, and 
the surgeuns who there attended tim were of 
the opinion that the wound would prove fatal in 
the course of u few days. fle was resting com- 
tortabiy last evening, but the doctors anticipate 
that inflammation will set iu this forenoon, and 
death is almost certain to fotlow iu short order. 
Kerns denies in toto the story of the robbery, 
and says the “Dutchmen” picked a quarrel 
with him, and thea shot bim. 

Lieut. Kipley took Tesmer and Reis into cus- 
tody, but when there was uo longer any doubt 
asto the manner of the shooting they were re- 
leased upon their Own recognizances. Tesmer 
was pretty well battered up about the face, and 
one of his eyes was badiv bruised.

_ MINNESOTA’S BONDS.

Considerable Mystery About the Van- 
derbilt Fast Train to New 
York. 


The General Managers Still Wrangling 
Over the Reorganization of the South- 
western Ballway Association. 

The General Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the roads in the Southwestern 
Railway Association were in session the 
greater part of yesterday wrangling over the] 
reorganization of the Missouri River poo- 
without coming to a definit conclusion, and 
another meeting is to be held today to decide 
whether the Southwestern Association is to 
be continued or not. Although but little 
headway has been made thus far, yet the in 
dications are that some kind of an arrange 
ment will be made before adjournment 
which will prevent the breaking up of the 
combination, as none of the roads are in a 
condition to engage in a war on freight rates, 
and consequently the dissatisfied roads will 
prefer to make concessions rather than bring 
about a serious conflict at this time. 

The same gentlemen who were present at 
the meeting Tuesday participated in the de- 
liberations of yesterday, and in addition was 
Mr. J. F. Ho, Vice-President of the 
Wabash. The committee consisting of Mr. 
A. A. Talmage, Missouri Pacific, J. C. Gault, 
Wabash, and T. J. Potter, Burlington, to 
whom was referred the task of deciding 
what additional territory should be added to 
that in.the present association reported 
it was unable to come to an agreement. It 
recommended. however, that a pool should 
be arranged on Colorado business by all 
Louis, or Mississippi River 3 aud th 
recommendation was adopted. o form 
such a pool it be will necessary for the North- 
western and St. Louis & San Francisco rail- 
roads to participate in it. Those roads were 
not represented at the meeting,but itis stated 
that they are willing and ready to enter into 
such a combination. The carrying out of an 
arrangement of this kind will, how- 
ever, depend upon the action taken 
in regard to the reorganization of the 
Southwestern Railway Association. If this 
association goes out of existence, which is 
hardly probable, it would be useless to form 
a Colorado pool, as it provisions could not 
be enforced. 

Nearly the entire day was spent in discuss- 
ing the territorial division of the South west- 
ern Association, and numberless propositions 
were made, all of which failed of unanimous 
actiou. A separate pool of the business done 
by the extension roads west of the Missouri 
River was proposed and discussed, but was 
found to be impracticable. It was ftinally 
proposed that a new pool be organized, to in- 
clude the same territory as the present one, 
and that the question of additional territory 
be left to the roads having lines west of the 
Missouri River. ‘These roads are the Bur- 
lingion & Missouri River, St. Joseph & West- 
ern, Central Braneh Union Pacific, and oth- 
ers. If these roads cannot agree the matter 
is to be referred to arbitrators, whose 
decision shall be binding. Also that 
the association and the Missouri 
Pacific agree upon what business in South- 
ern and Southeastern Kansas is to go mto 
the pool, and if they cannot agree this mat- 
ter is also to be submitted to arbitration.

A Good Deal of Mystery About Van- 

derbilt’s Fast Train. 

It looks as if Vanderbilt means to run a 
fast train between Chicago and New York in 
opposition to the Pennsyivanja’s limited ex- 
press on the sly. Beyond the fact telegraphd 
from New York that it had been decided to 
run a fast train on and after next Monday 
over the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
and New York Central Railroads, which is to 
make the time between Chicago and New 
York in twenty-five hours, or one hour less 
than the time made by the Pennsylvania’s 
train, nothing can be learned at the offices of 
the Lake Shore in this city. Mr. W. P. John- 
son, General Passenger Agent of the Lake 
Shure, was summoned to Cleveland yester- 
day by General Manager Newell to assist 
him in making arrangements for the run- 
ning of the new train. The make-up of the 
train and its various stopping places are still 
kept a profound secret. And the same mys- 
tery prevails in regard to the extra iare and 
other features conuected with it. All 
these matters must be known to the 
Vanderbilt people by this time, as the 
General Managers of the Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern and Michigan Central Rail- 
roads had a three-days’ conference in regard 
to this matter with Mr. Vanderbilt at New 
York betore the announcement. was made 
that a fast train was to be run in opposition 
to the Pennsylvania. One thing, however, 
is positively given out, and that is that no 
dining or hotel cars will be run on the Van- 


made for supper, breakrast, and dinner. The 
reason for this is probably the same which 
Jack had for uot eating his supper. ‘The 
Lake Shore and New York Central have no 
dining or hotel cars at their disposal, and 
therefore are not able to put any on the train. 

Ine indications at present are that no fast 
train is to be run over the Michigan Central, 
and this makes the Michigan Central people 
feel rather biue, as the busihess which now 
goes on their 3:30 p. m. train would be di- 
diverted to the Lake Shore fast train, which 
leaves at the same time. The Michigan 
Central people cannot see why such a slight 
should be put upon their road by Vanderbilt, 
as just as good time can be made over their 
road as over the Michigan Southern, and hav- 
ing dining cars would be able to afford better 
satisfaction to the public. As nothing is said 
about running a fast train over the Michigan 
Central it seeins to be the fixed deterinina- 
tion of Vanderbilt to give that exclusive 
privilege to the Lake Shore. 

“The Pennsylvania people say that if the 
Vanderbilt lines put on a competing train 
they will open the turottle and go through to 
New York in twenty-four hours, a feat which 
they do not think the Vanderbilt lines can 
accomplish, having a longer royte by sixty 
miles than the Pennsylvania. Besides, the 
Pennsylvania train will have but few stops 
to make, While the Vanderbilt train will have 
to stop at all the principal cities Ta the State 
of New York and will also have to make 
long stops for meals, not having dining or 
hotel cars. ‘The Pennsylvania people also 
claiin to have the advantage in the matter of 
equipment, as the Wagner cars on the Van- 
derbilt cah in no way be compared with the 
Pullman sleepers on their line. 

Where Vanderbilt means to get ahead of. 
the Pennsylvania is on rates, as it seems to 
be his intention to charge but the reguiar 
tare of 89. and 85 for sieeping-car accom- 
modations, which makes the total fare but 
$14.5, against 322 by the Pennsylvania. If 
Vanderbilt does this, the Pennsylvania will 
no doubt come down to the same figure, and 
thus keep the advantage it has already 
gained. 

The Pennsylvania’s fast train may now be 
considered a genuine success, and its busi- 
ness is steadily increasing. The incoming 
train yesterday had a very fair complement 


almost twice as many passengers as the one 
of the day before. The two New York 
sleepers were completely filled, and the other 
sleepers were about half full. a

Apathy on Both Sides—The Democrats 
Best Chance—Interesting —

One of the younger politicians who hasa 
good deal of influence in New York City ex- 
plained to me the probable course of the next 
election. It is impossidie to tell how things 
are going,” said he.

He compared 
the size of farms at the North and those in 
the South, and said that che small farms at 
the North yielded more in proportion to size, 
as they were highly cultivated and better at- 
tended.

Cenclusion of the Testimony in the 


Judge Gary’s Instructions—The 
Agreed at a Late Hour. 


There was resumed before Judge Gary and 
the jury yesterday morning the trial of the suit 
of Bernhard Hecht vs. Tun Tulnuns Company 
—the suit for $10,000 on account of an alleged 


libel. 
4. J. GALLOWAY 

was called to the stand to vontinue the evidence 
for the defense. Witness was employed as 
Treasurer in the County Clerk's office at the 
time of the suppression of the Harris marriage 
| license. Upon hearing that plaintiff had re- 
ceived money from Harris as a consideration for 
keeping the license from the reporters, witness 
went to plaintiff and asked for an explanation, 
and the latter acknowledged having received 
$1.50 from Harris and turned it over toProebsting. 
Witness questioned Proehsting, and the lat- 
ter ald he had receivedthe money and had it in 
his pocket then. Both Proebsting and Hecht 
were discharged immediately afterward. 

On the crogs-examination the witness aaid 
that Lawrence Hardy, the TRIBUNE reporter 
who wrote the alleged libelous article, was the 
first to tell him about the suppression. 

THE PLAINTIFF 
was put upon the stand again by his counsel, 

The ietter written by Lawrence Hardy, a 
py TRIBUNE reporter, to the County Clerk, stating 

that in his (Hardy's) opinion Proebst was to 
blame for the suppression, and that Mr. Hecht 
should be reinstated, was read to the jury. 

Witness said he bad asked Mr. Hardy for the 
letter only once; had secured a similar letter 
from Mr. Durham witbout asking for it; a 
friend of the witness had procured it. Witness 

took letters to County-Clerk Klakke who had 
asked that they be procured. Mr. Klokke told 
witness that if Mr. Harris would write a ietter 
against Tun TaipuNnsg article he (Kiokke) would 
reinstate witness. Mr. Harris consented to and 
did write a letter without much entreaty. 

On the cross-examination witness said his 
wife and daughter had gone to Mr. Harris’ 
house to ask for the letter. Witness aiso went 
to Mr. Harris’ house once to ask for the letter, 
and went to Mr. Harris’ place of business quite 
a number of times—probably half a dozen—tor 
the same purpose. 

AN ALLEGED RETRACTION. 

The plaiatiff’s counsel offered in evidence 
what they called a retraction, which 8 in 
Tus TRIBUNE at the solicitation of plaintiff. 

The def objected, on the ground that it 
should be introduced only after it was kuown to 
the Court what re ntations had been matic 
to the city editor of Tun THBUNE at the time the 
so-called retraction was written and published. 
The Court overruled the objection, for the rea- 
son that a retraction might be inconsistent with 
the pieg of justification set up by the defense.

He got outside the door some 
twenty feet, and was stopped * man who had 
a revolver in each band. itness hallooed 
„Murder,“ and the man said, *Husb, get back 
to bed or I'll shoot you,” and drove him back 
into the house. He was so frightened that he 
could hardly remember the affair as it occurred, 
and should bave said that the first intruders he 
saw were three men who were coming out 
of the diuing-room into the kitchen. The three 
men were armed with revolvers and a knife, 
and one had a light. They gugwed witness, and 
his wife, and the girls, and tied them to the bed- 
stead withstrips tora from the sheets. Then 
they went through tne bed and found the bonds 
and money. They took witness into the but- 
tery, where be got some change and gave them. 
Then they took bim into the kitchen, tied him 
ing chair, and threatened to bang him. One 
mun took a light out of tne lamp, and began to 
burn witnesses’ feet to make him tell if he had 
any more money. He said if they killed him 
they could get no more, for they bad taken all 
he bad. Having secured the property, they tied 
up witness again, and, fastening the outer doors 
with ropes, they drove off. Ove of the burelars 
said he would remain until 4 o'clock, but he did 
not do so. Witness positively identified the 
prisoner as being one of the burglars, and was

IN CROSS-EXAMINATION, 
witness said be was over 60 years of age, and had 
livea forty vears in Du Page County.

While the rob- 
bery was being perpetrated witness’ wife toid 
the burglar that she knew them—that they had 
been there the day before. ‘They made no re- 
ply.

The night was moonlight, but a liitie cloudy, 
and it had been raining. Witness recognized the 
prisoner the instant he sawhimin thekitchen as 
being one of the visitors ot the previous day. 
The other borse- buyer“ took an active part 
in the burglary, and carried the lantern and one 
revolver. 
MRS. SARAH JANE FAIRBANKS, 
wife of the last witness, teatified substantially 
to the same effect. Sbe beard her husband 
scream, and saw three men standing over ber 
bed with revolvers in their bands. One of them 
told her to keep still or they would “ plow her 
through.“ They struck ber on the head, breast, 
and stomach, and when she said she could not 
sit down ou account of her sore leg, one burglar 
said, *G——d d——n you, then you'll lay down,”’ 
and threw ber partiy under the bed. Witness 
produced the gags used, ugly-looking contriv- 
ances, and showed how they were fixed. Witness 
swore with the utmost positiveness that the 
risoner was one of the burglars. She knew 
im asthe man whe was there the day before, 
and when he stooped over her she raised his veil 
or mask and saw his face and the 
scar on bis cheek. He called her a 
damned old liar, and said she had lied about the 
money.

A BUIT FOR DAMAGES. 

Suit has been commenced by Messrs. Mason &

west, while Capt. Meacham stoutly maintained 
that he watched the direction of the wind closely 
all night, and that it did not biow from the 
northwest.

Continuation of the Testimony in 
tze Firman Divorce Case. 


The Daughter and Son Witnesses 
ex Against the Father.

The Former Asserts that She Wag IIl- 
Treated as Well as Her Mothe 
The Cat-and-Dog Life of a Discordant 
Household. 


The Father-in-Law’s Definition of What Con- 
~ gtitutes a Misunderstanding. 


The hearirig of the Firman divorce case was 
resumed yesterday mornipg in the Circuit Court 
before Judge Barnum. 

The cross-exumiuation of Mrs. Firman was 
taken up by ber own counsel, Mr. Jackson. The 
testimony of Mrs. Millington, the housekeeper. 
taken Tuesday afternoon, was questioned, and 
the stenographer read it for the informaticn of 
the Court and jury. Mrs: Firman testified that 

at times the family bad been extravagantly 
‘Supplied with food and atother times bad really 

_ sutfered for want of it. During the month of 
July. 1880, for the space of eleveu days, there 
had been no meat in the house.. They had 

tome tea and coffee, but no substantial food. 
They bad lacked sufficient food both before and 
after filing the bill tor divorce. Mr. Jackson 
submitted two leaves torn from a grocery book 
to Mrs. Firman, aud she stated that ste had 
taken them from her account book with ber 
grocer, us the pages contained the entire ac- 
count. 

Gen. Stiles said be would offer the book in evi- 
dence, and Mrs. Firman was asked to bring it 
into court at the first opportunity. She testified 
that she bad prepared the meals fer the family 
Since the filing of the bill. Her daughter Jo- 

' gephine did not want to go to school after the 
filing of the bill, because she was afraid of wit- 
ness personal safety. The other chi- 

dren were ill, and had not attended 
school since the time in question. During 
the winter of 1880-3! der son Albert had been 
compelled to Wear vety dilapidated shoes, and in 

November. 180, be had only a thin suit of 
clothes. The Fieid & Leiter account was brought 
up and the witness was questioned about the 
items in it. Spe stated that everything pur- 
chased. at the time was an absolute necessity to 
clothe the family. Witness bad been told by 
Mr. Knickerbocker that ber mind was troubled 
and her husband had told her she was crazy. and 
ought to be an inmate of an insane asyium. 

In answer to the allegation that she hau sent 

_¥aluable goods away from the house since the 
filing of the bill. witness stated that she had sold 
An vid straw tick and a worthless laundry stove, 
and had sent away some books, pictures, and 
Manuscripts which belonged to her. At various 
times Mr. Firman had charged her with 

“knowing nothing about housexeeping, and 
taking po interest in her houschold 
uuns. lie frequently brought people into the 

se and passed remarks before team retiect- 

mu on her as a housekeeper. She bad been in 
ili-heaith most of the time since their trouble 
begun. One nigbt Mr. Firman came home with 
a friend in biscompany. He proceeded’to break 

Open a desk in which she had concealed a spool 

dt thread: and gave asa reason for his action 
that be had an uneontrollable curiosity to tind 
out what she bud conceuled in the desk. Wit- 

ness pretended to cry, and Mr. Firman 
WAS HEARTLESS ENOUGH TO LAUGH, 
and his friend joined in the levity. The salary 
ot $75 per month received by witness durmg 
the four months she was employed iu the Aineri- 
tean District Telegrapb office wag used to pur- 
base clothing tor the childret and herself. 
During the time she was employed in the office 
mme borrowed £50 trom a friend und paid it back 
again out of her salary. She bad used no edpes 

Dial meuns to keep the children away from Mr. 
Firman, as alleged by opposing counsel, but had 
allowed them to remain in her room when they 
avoided Bim, as was frequently the case.

My granddauguter Josepbine ran to ber 
mother’s assistance, and her father then 
knocked her down. Mrs. Firman recovered her 
feetv-and went to her daughter's assistance, and 
was again knocked down. Both the mother 
and daughter were knocked down three times 
in succession, and then young Albert rau in 
with a carving-kuife, when the fatuer des sted 
from his brutality; the mcice ceased, the scene 
closed, 

On the eross- examination Gen. Stiles 
asked the witness if be was living with bis wife. 
The witness replied that he was not; his wife 
had left him tive years ago. He had been living 
most of the time siuce theu in Woodford County, 
Kansas. He bad not left there at night. and 
suddenly. He bad conversed With Mr. Firman 
bout bis family troubles. Mr. Firman bad re- 
ferred to the iracas with his wife over the tear- 
ing up of the carpet, and said he had acted 
bastily and under tue intiuence of anger. Wjt- 
ness Dad taken occasion to suggest to Mr. Fir- 
man that he should try to control bis temper 
and correct bis language about tne house. 

The bearing of the case will de resumed at 10 
o'clock this morning.

Laying Underground Telegraph Ca- 

‘ bles. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—A correspondent of THE 
TRIBUNE Very properly objects, it see ms to me, 
to the Common Council granting any ordivance 
rights and privileges tothe so-called American 
Cable Company. This company is controlled by 
some of the Aldermen, and by the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company—the latter owning a one- 
third interest. The Common Council has just 
granted to the Mutual Union Telegraph Com- 
pany the right to put down underground tele- 
graph cables in the streets of Chicago. I believe 
this action on the part of the Common Council, 
was basty and inconsiderate. The question of 
putting the telegraph wires of this city under- 
groundis one of considerable importance and 
interest wo the taxpuyers and the public, as 
well as to the telegraph companies: to the 
tuxpayers because wey object. to the paved 
streets being torn up from time to time after 
they bave been to the expense of having them 
paved; tu the public becuuse of the annoyance 
und obstruction caused by the diggiug up of the 
streets, and to the teiexruph companies on ac- 
count OL the expense, want Ol experience, aud 
uncertainties arising. 

In the effort to get rid of the unsightly poles 
and wires overbead, don't let us jump from the 
trytug-pan into the fire. The Council should 
vive the matter careful consideration. The 
vrdinance recently granted to the Mutual Uuion 
Teleyraph Company should be amended without 
deiay,. und mude to provide that in case the 
present underground cable which that company 
is pulling down tails to work satisfactcrily.wbich 

lam told by one or two telegraph experts will 
prove to be the case, then that company sball be 
prohibited from tearing up the strects turther 
tor the purpose of experimenting witb unknown 
cuble stems or cheap devices, and shall be 
compelicd to use the best-kuown and demon- 
strated successful American or foreign under- 
ground system, without particular regurd to it8 
cost. 

This isan important point tothe city. I main- 
tain that it is perfectly right and proper, as well 
as the duty of the Council, for it to require, in 
uny so-called underground ordinance, mat the 
lelegraph company asking tor privileges sball 
demonstrate tu the Council or its committee 
that the system which it proposes to use shail 
be none other than of a Kind which bas. been in 
successtul and satisfactory use tor ut least 
one yeur, giving the location ot the same, 
supported by proper utndavits and by 
the testimony ot at least three telegraph 
experts of Kuown ability and prominence. By 
such a course of intelligent precaution, the city 
cun prevent the useless damuge to the streets 
and annoyuuces to the public which are otber- 
wise bound to occur. lu my opinion, it would be 
proper for the Council to contract or reduce to 
the m.nimum the number of streets to be used 
for the underyround system, aud to compe! the 
telegraph companies to place their main wires 
underground on certain designated streets, and 
to use those streets jointly, cach company to 
bear mutually its proportionate cost of the 
work. There is no reuson why tbey should be 
at logwerneads in the matter. 

The right to lay the underground telegraph 
cables should be contined to the telegraph com- 
panies, and should pot be extended to any pri- 
Vale company, perhaps gotten up to bleed the 
telegraph companics, or tor the purpose of 
speculation iu selling out its fra ucbises.

SO NEAR AND YET SO FAR. 


Board of Underwriters and the Ex- 
change—Inusuring in Companies Not 
Authorized to Do Business in Llinois 
or the Union. 

No further steps were taken yesterday towards 
bringing together the local Board of Underwrit- 
ort und the losurance Exchange. The Chuir- 
man of the General Managers’ Committee. which 
has occupied the position of umpire in the ne- 
gotiations, stated to a representative of THE 
‘TRIBUNE that the duties of that committee were 
at an end, that they bad provided a way for the 
tinalgawnpation of the two bodies, and that the 
door was open and the Exchange at perfect lib- 
erty to enter -if it saw fit. Neither of 
two bodies took any further 
action yesterduy, though it is evi- 
dently expected by some of the members of 
the Exchange that the board will cor should, in 
accordance with the General Managers’ recom- 
mendations, formally invite them within the 
next tew days to become part and parcel of the 
board. Whether they can be, or will be, letin 
us a body is stilla question, concerning which 
there are very decided differences of opinion. 

The General Managers’ recommendation, 
adopted by both bodies, was that the Exchange 
people should come in under the preseut rules 
and regulations of the board. These, looked at 
from the board standpoiat, require a ballot on 
exch individual candidate proposed for mem- 
bership. Under the construction placed upon 
the rules by some of the Exchange mem- 
bers, they can be taken into the board 
in a bunch, The Exchange tolks 
turther claim that the understanding 
ailaiong bas been that all of the members of 
the Exchange were to bo eligible—in other 
words, that the bluck-ball’’ process could not 
be used. Some of the too utterly utter, too, too 
members of the bourd are said to have threat- 
ened that body with their resignations in case 
certain of the other fellows got in. This might 
be acalamity to the f t's, but there is a cur- 
rent impression that the board and the insur- 
unde business gcuerally would manage to move 
along 
EVEN WITHOUT THEIR AUGUST PRESENCE 
at the board meetings. On the other hand, the 
Exchange wants the bars let down, and all its 
members allowed to walk in, though, as a matter 
of fuct, some of the less iron-willed bave been 
known to admit that if three or four Exchange 
people were kept outof the board their outside 
influence in the matter. of rate-cutting would 
not be apt to affect the business, and, generally 
speak ing, would cut no more of a figure thana 
very little tly on a very big wheel. At the same 
time, they would rather see all the bretbren 
dwelling together Mm unity and love than to see 
two hostile factions, even though one was a 
very smallone. The one clear tact remains, 
that the two bodies have not us yet“ kissed and 
made up.“ nom according to present appear- 
nuces, is anybody breaking bis neck in any ef- 
forts to accelerate the pacitication. 

THE PEORIA FIRE—-OUTSIDE COMPANIES, 

The list of the companies which were ** stuck” 
onthe Peoria Glucose Works is said to reveal 
the names of some half-dozen institutions which 
are pot authorized to do business either in In- 
nois or the United States. The aggregute of 
their losses is in the neighborhood of $75,000. 
Practicaliy, they cau pay or not, just as they 
choose. Not being authorized to do business in 
Iinois or the, United States, their contracts 
with che policyholders, so far as legal enforce- 
ment in liliveis, or, in the case of the foreign 
com panies, in this country, is concerned, are sim- 
ply wortbless. A policvholder tay sue them in 
their own States, in which case be would have 
somethiug of a chance to recover, or in Europe, 
it he cared to go to the botber of bringmy‘a suit 
over there, foliowing it up and getting but little 
tor his pains when be got through with feeing 
the lawyers and the courts. In this case the 
coinpanics are probably all sound ones, and 
would not think of resisting payment. It is 
just possible, however, that somebody will be 
cuught some day with a policy ina foreign com- 
vary of 

THE “WILDCAT” CHARACTER, 
in which case he will be forcibly Peminded that 
hindsight is rather better thun foresight. It is 
suid that a certain New York insurance broker 
hud a standing order from the glucose compuny 
to get all the insurance he could within a cer- 
tain limit wherever he could piace it. Under 
the luw. this was not doing business in Illinois; 
us a matter of fact, it was doing that very thing. 
The law, therciore, is powerless to step in and 
preventit. But even if it could, there would be 
u practical difficulty in the way. The State Au- 
ditor, according to the statement of a represent- 
ative of one of the losers on this particular loss, 
haus no appropriation—or at least not a suflicient 
one—to enable bim to go gunning for this sort 
of game, even if he knew it was prowling 
vround. Coming nearer home, it is an opeu se- 
ret that risks are placed right bere in Chicago 
in companies having vo existence in and not 
authorized to do business in lilinois or the 
United States. The convenient broker is the 
agent in this palpable evasion of the law, and 
thrives in bis vocation. Some day, however, 
some too contiding and easy-going policyholder 
may get bitten, and find too late that not every 
ipsurance company is us good as bis fancy 
painted it, whereupon there will be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth, and, perhaps, @ trifle more 
caution in the future.

THE JAMES BOYS. 


The Rendezvous of the Despera- 
does in Kentucky. 


What Was Learned by a Visit to 
the Locality, 


How Jesse’s Wife Visited a Sheriff and 
Swiadied a Liveryman. 


A Late Unsuccessful Attempt to Oapture 
the Outlaw Brothers.

Leaving the City of Louisville via the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Road, and riding a dista of 
thirty-five miles southeastwardly throu the 
State, you arrive at Bardstown, the county seat 
of Nelson County. You are now within fifteen 
miles ot the readezyvous of the James boys, 
which lies in a broken and beavily wooded region 
almost due east of Bardstown, close to one of 
the larxest forks ot the Salt River. The location 
certainly does credit to the judgment of those 
who chose it. A man possessed of a thorough 
acquaintance with the secret nooks, the bridle- 
paths, the short cuts by which cliffs and ra- 
ines may be avoided in going from one point to 
unother, and a few friends among the furwers 
in the surroundivg country, can defy the efforts 
of a regiment, to capture him. 

As all students of criminal history in the 
West. are well aware, Frank and Jesse James 
were both members of the tamous and biopd- 
thirsty Quantrell guerilla gang, who made a 
record of blood and pillage during tne War 
which will outlive the list of those who belped 
to make it. At the close of the War a great 
many members of the gang returned to Ken- 
tucky, which State bad furnished neariy 
wil the material of which the body was 
composed. Among those who took up their 
homes there were the two James boys, 
who found comtort and good living among 
their late comrades, and were notably well 
cared for by the present Sheriff of Nelson Coun- 
ty, Mr. Dan Pense,and by the three brothers 
Hali, one of whom still lives there, and the other 
two of whom are supposed to be living in Ten- 
nessee. Pense lives about six miles to the south- 
east of Bardstown, on the road leading from the 
latter to the Hills, and Hall lives about a mile 
distant from him on the same road. The James 
boys, with Shepherd, Jarratt, Cummings, and a 
few more of those old-timers, weut to this re- 
gion originally merely as a refuge, as they had 
not surrendered to the Union forces. But as 
time passed, and the distaste for all honest prac- 
tices and employment which had been 
BORN OF THEIR BUSHWUHACKING EXPERI- 

ENCES 
grew upon them, they adopted the profession of 
highway men. 

“When I first saw Frank and Jesse James,” 
said an old resident of that region toa Repub- 
lican reporter, “it was justafter the War, and 
l.was a 
soldier in the Confederate army, and when 
the jig was up, | came bome. | got off tre 
cars at Samuel's depot, which is a few miles 
north of Bardstown, yonder, and the two 
James boys, with three or four others whom 1 
knew, were.Daving a littie pistol practice close 
by the station.’ That was in May, 1865, or six- 
teen ycars ago. | have never seen the boys 
since, although I have heard very frequently of 
their coming and going in the hills yonder, and 
there have been lots of times when | could have 
seep them, only that | knew they were wanted,’ 
and I, like a good many others, didn’t care to 
know 

ANY MORE OF THEM THAN I HAD TO. 
You see it wouldn’t be safe. For if they knew 
that I. for instance, bad possession of any in- 
formation inregard to their movements, and if 
that iaformation was to get out, maybe they 
would think 1 gave it away, and if they did 
think so that settled it, for they would never 
come to me to ask any questions or make sure. 
would be atthe miercy of them and their im- 
mediate friends, and you know what that 
means. So you will understand why I know so 
little about such famous personages, when they 
mav even now ve within ritle-shot aq me, as 1 
understand they are, and when 1 bav® bad an 
opportunity to know so much.

the Winston train robbery in Missouri, and only 
nu duy ortwo before we learned that Jesse had 
stopped for dinner witha friend of the family 
near Kausas City. Mrs. James went to Louwis- 
ville, and right here is where a good joke comes 
in op the Louisville police. It seems that the 
iady ran short of movey, and she had to adopt 
some scheme to carry ber through. She was 
equal to the emergency, however, and proved 
that Jesse had his eyes open when be 
picked her out fora wife. Sue vent toa livery 
stable in Louisville, kept by a man named 
Jenkins, and stated that she wanted a nice horse 
and buggy to take herself and ber two children 
over to Mitchell, lund. Sae had-such a lady-like 
appearance and dress that Jenkins thought she 
must be all right, specially as spe bad ber chil- 
dren with her. She offered to pay in advance 
for the use of the rig. but be told ber that it 
wasn't necessary. She then said sbe might keep 
it for two days, und be said that that would be all 
right.

Henove there were half a dozen farmers way 
downin Kalntuck who were not at ali sur- 
prised when the telegraph brought the news 
that a train on the Chicago, Rock Isiand & 
Pacific Road had been robbed on the night of 
July 17, and that two men bad been killed. It 
was less than a week later that a man who 
knows both of the James boys intimately, early 
one morning saw a strange iooking party move 
slowly through the little town of Boston, which 
lies about twelve miles due east of Bardstown.

Formerly the rendezvous was further up to- 
wards Buonville, and in close proximity to the 
house of amannamed Mat; Hunter, who was 
generally accredited as being the chief commis- 
sary agent of the party. ut a short time be- 
fore the Winston raid Hunter was thrown from 
his horse and had bis leg broken. Hence be was 
useless as a scout or purchasing agent, and the 
boys deemed it safeto withdraw a little further 
into the Salt River hills. 

Two farmers who live between Bioomfield and 
Bardstown, on the same road, have from time to 
time beeu mysteriously intrusted with very nue 
horses, to which they give the greafest care and 
attention. These animals are always well 
trained, and after they had recruited considera- 
ly they uniformly disappeared as mysteriously 
us they came. ‘Fowhom they belong is only a 
matter of conjecture, although common rumor 
does not deny that the James boys bad an inter- 
est iu them. About three months ago a fine bay 
horse appeared at one of these places and a 
muddy sorrel at the other. The auimais were

daily, and the sorrel, which finally shed its 
hair and became a handsome roan, developed 
into one of the most intelligent beasts ever 
seen in those parts, so the neighbors say. A

out trom under 
the incautious meddier who experimented 
with bim. Not long ago the tine bay. 
which had been put in first-class condition, 
disappeared between two days, and in his stead 
were seen two bays, evidently of good stock, but 
very much travel-worn, which were for several 
weeks put through a recruiting course. On the 
night of Aug. 25 farmer No. 2 went out and sad- 
died the tine roan horse, went in and put on his 
coat, and then mounting the horse, rode away 
into the hilis. He did not return till Sunday 
night, Aug. 27, and then he returned without 
the norse. The disappearance of horses was re- 
garded by some as indicating that there had been 
u departure of at leasta part of the gang. A 
few days later the second Glendale robbery 
occurred. It isin place bere to remark that a 
man named Jobn Hall, who is Constable in a 
district not far from Kansas City, is supposed 
to be a near relative of farmer No. 2 here re- 
ferred to. They were all formerly Missougians. 

A large portion of the information above 
given was in the hands of Capt. Bligh, Chief of 
the Louisville detectives on Tuesday, Aug. 2, 
when ths additional rumor came tohis ears 
that not only were the wbole gang up in the Salt 
River Hills, but that they were waiting for an

which was expected to come down from Louis- 
ville to pay ot! the workmen uo are engaged 
in building a railroad extension from Taylor- 
ville to Bloomfield. This road is one which 
leaves Louisville and runs due east to Shelby- 
ville, a distance of about thirty miles, then 
turns back south to Taylorville, and track- 
laying bad, at the time referred to, been car- 
ried to a little settiement named Smiley- 
town, which is about six miles south of 
Taylorville. It was not far from Smileytown 
where the stockman found the armed men in 
the woods asiecp, as stated above, and conse- 
quently, when one of the friends of the gung 
accidentally gave out the information that

the pay-train, Capt. Bright thought it not an 
improbable story. lie determined, therefore.

In the pay-car were stowed away 
at good points of lookout fifteen good marks- 
men from the detective and police force of 
Louisville. All were provided with revolvers 
and repeating rifles, and no end of ammunition.

It therefore steamed down till the very last rail 
at the Smileytown end was reached, and staid 
there awbiic, inviting the train-robbers to come 
on. But the bovs were probably watching it 
trom the hills and chuckling immensely over the 
way they were not taken in. After waiting a 
long time—long enougn to give the boys ample 
timerto eat their dinners and then come down for 
the raid, and long enough, too, to make ample 
nllowunce fora difference in watches, the eu- 
gine was reversed, and the train slowly steamed 
back to Taylorville and thence tu 
where tifteen men gave a shout of joy over be- 
ing relieved at last from the oppressive and 
tiresome positions they had occupied so many 
bours. 

Although this train failed to trap the gang, it 
probably had the effect Of notifying them that 
u cainpaign had been inaugurated against their 
sylvan retreat, and it is not improbable that 
this had something to do with the hegira indi- 
cated by the disappearance of the roan borse 
on Friday night following. 

Apropos of all the above story, is one more 
signiticant fact. About two weeks after the 
Winston robbery two men heavily armed (as 
was accidentally discovered by the stable men), 
drove up to a livery-stable in Louisville, left 
the very fine borses which they rode in charge 
of the keeper, and said they would return in a 
day or two. These animals have never been 
called for.
